THE EXTRADITION QUESTION. 


A further examination into the ques+ 
tion of extradition which has been mised 
with regard to the return of Adsetts, 
who is suspected of having committed 
the murder of Gertrude Dayton, has 
shown us, on the authority of Sir Francis 
Piggott (in his-volume on Exterritoria- 
lity) that the Fuy"sive Offenders Act 
does not apply ton foreigner who bas 
taken refuge in China. 

It is clearly stated, on page 98 of the 
volume mentioned, that in the extension 


of the act the fandamental principle of | 


Consular Jurisdiction requires it to ba 
limited to British subjects. Even then, 
however, the. fugitive would not be 
surrondered until the expiration of 
fifteen days from the time of bis com- 
mittsl to prison, and the fugitive has a 
right during that period to apply’ fora 
writ of habeas corpus or like process. 
For the purposes of allowing for the 
production of the specially endorsed 
warrant, which ia neccessary before the 
fugitive can be handed over,’ provision 
is made for remanding him for ono week 
from time to -time, but of course that 
question-dops ‘not: now apply. 

According: to. what. we gathei froar 
our telegram published on Saturday the 
fugitive was| srrested under, 0° warrant 
from the American Consulato at, Chefoo 
and by American policem 2, who handed 
‘him over to the cointinder ‘of the Gal-

| Francie’ writes :—* For, whether a ship 


bo absolute territory or not, there could 
ho -little doubt that extradition could 
not be refused‘ of an offender whose 
safety from arrest depended on the pro- 
tection which the flag afforded him. The 
process might perhaps be somewhat 
éumbersome, but would probably be 
ultimately successful.” 

The law, as laid down, by Sir Francis, 
scems quite clear; even the layman con 
grasp the situation, Applied to the 
present case it would seem that Adsetis 
will remain on board the Galveston, or 
under the “ protection of the flag,” until 
such time as the necessary extradition 
proceedings are concluded and tho 
American Government has agreed to 
lund him over. In the ¢yent of the 
American Government refusing to hand 
Adsetta over nothing further can be 
done by the British: Adaetts in all 
probability would be released, for the 
Americans have no charge against bim, 
and as longas be remaius under the 
“ protection of his flag” he will be safe. 
The moment that he sets foot on British 
territory, however, he will be liable to 
arrest and trial. 

On the face of it, it seems extremoly 
probablo that Adsotts will bo returned 
to Hongkong, unless, of course, the 
principle of law, 2s laid down by the 
British Divisional Court with regard 
to Guerio, is adopted by America. 
The ends of justico may thereby be 
defeated, though we would emphasize 
the fact that wo have no desire to 
Though 
he is in custody he has not been proven 
guilty, and all that is required is that 
he may bo brought back to Hongkong 
to stand his trial. 

The enormity of the crimo demands 
that the suspect should be epeedily 
delivered up.

ADSETTS’ FLIGHT FROM 
SHANGHAI. 


Nows was received by the police last 
evening, says the * Shanghai Marcury ” of 
Angust 14, that Walter Adsetts, the 
supposed murderer of Gertrude Dayton at 
Hongkong last weck, had been arrested at 
Chefoo yesterday afternoon after a 
desperate struggle, It appears that the local 
police had received information on Monday 
that a man, answering the description of 
Adsotty, had engaged a passage on the 
C. M. steamer Hsinming, Captain Blethen, 
which left the Kinleeyuen wharf on Sunday 
fornorthornports. Asthe vessel had already 
sailed, the police sent a wire to Chefoo and 


other northern ports and the capture is the 
result. The man had evidontly disembark- 
ed at Chefoo, at which port he was protty 
well known, and his description having 
been wired, the arrest followed. Further 
particulars are now being awaited, 

From tater information, we learn that 
Advetts booked a passage at the C, M.S. N. 
office by the stermer Hsinming, under 
the name of Fisher. At tho Inst minute, 
however, hoe chanced hiy mind and went 
on board tho C, M. steamer Paoting, 
on board of which he was seen to go by 
Mr Filis, whnrfinger of the B. and §, 
wharf, and Mr@. Sherman, I. M. Cus- 
toms, who nt once guve the ‘alarm to the 
police, but when they arrived, the ship had 
sailed. It seemed ¢ at just prior to sailing 
tho Captain of tho Paoting had telephoned 
tothe police thnt ho had no engers, 
but during his absence, Adsotts slipped 
aboard, 

Tho jowellory which he was reported to 
have had in Possession was passed 
through the Chinese Post, office yesterday 
by a friond of the accused man and shipped 
Ky i man in Newehwang by the name of
